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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Weston: 


As usual, three schools have been maintained with 
a total enrollment of 85. The same teachers we have 
had for several years were retained. In June, nine 
pupils were graduated from the eighth grade. Grad- 
uating exercises were held in the town hall.

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means untold loss. The chief cause of retardation in 
our town is absence from school. Retardation makes 
discouraged pupils and dissatisfied parents, and is a 
financial loss to the town as well. I would recommend 
a shorter winter term as one way to check this great 
loss, for invariably late winter brings bad weather and 
traveling and absence from school. 

Our school buildings are in fairly good condition, 
though some inside painting should be done. Some 
‘grading has been done on the school grounds. More is 
needed. It would be a great benefit if we could have 
a playground back of the village school, where the 
children could play ball and other games without an- 
noying the passers-by. We have bought some new 
text books, as is our custom every year.
